HOW SHALL \fto SPELL. 


"Spelling matches," which, last 


"Winter, became epidemic, have had 
•n influence for reform. In these 
•contests the anomalies and whimsi- 
calities of the current orthography 
were brought more clearly to popu 
lar apprehension. Judges, divines, 
learned professors, authors, and ed- 
itors, and great numbers of well edu- 
cated ladies and gentlemen, took part 
in these "orthographic tournaments," 
and, as one after another missed 
some not very uncommon word, and 
was compelled to retire from the lists, 
ihey were disposed to admit, with 
Mr. A. J. Ellis, that "to spell Eng- 
lish is the most difficult of human 
attainments;" and, with Fr»nklin, 
that "those people spell best who do 
not know how to spell." Men are 
asking whether there is not, after all, 
as much absurdity in representing a 
ihulf-dozen different and dissimilar 
•words by one and tlie same combina- 
tion of letters—the termination oityh, 
for instance—as in the wildest eccen- 
tricities of phonotypy.

"Spelling matches," which, last 


"Winter, became epidemic, have had 
•n influence for reform. In these 
•contests the anomalies and whimsi- 
calities of the current orthography 
were brought more clearly to popu 
lar apprehension. Judges, divines, 
learned professors, authors, and ed- 
itors, and great numbers of well edu- 
cated ladies and gentlemen, took part 
in these "orthographic tournaments," 
and, as one after another missed 
some not very uncommon word, and 
was compelled to retire from the lists, 
ihey were disposed to admit, with 
Mr. A. J. Ellis, that "to spell Eng- 
lish is the most difficult of human 
attainments;" and, with Fr»nklin, 
that "those people spell best who do 
not know how to spell." Men are 
asking whether there is not, after all, 
as much absurdity in representing a 
ihulf-dozen different and dissimilar 
•words by one and tlie same combina- 
tion of letters—the termination oityh, 
for instance—as in the wildest eccen- 
tricities of phonotypy.
